2.  After  reading  and  approval  of  the  Journal,  the  order 
of  business  shall  be  as  follows : 

(1)  Reports  of  Standing  Committees. 

(2)  Reports  of  Select  Committees. 

(3)  Announcement  of  Petitions,  Bills  and  Resolutions. 

(4)  Unfinished  Business  of  preceding  day. 

(5)  Special  Orders. 

(6)  General  Orders:  First,  bills  and  resolutions  on  third 
reading;  second,  bills  and  resolutions  on  second  reading;  but 
messages  from  the  Governor  and  House  of  Representatives, 
and  communications  and  reports  from  State  officers,  and 
reports  from  the  Committees  on  Engrossed  Bills  and  Enrolled 
Bills  may  be  received  and  acted  on  under  any  order  of  busi- 
ness. 

POWERS    AND    DUTIES    OE  THE    PRESIDENT. 

3.  He  shall  take  the  chair  promptly  at  the  appointed  time 
and  proceed  with  the  business  of  the  Senate  according  to  the 
rules  adopted.  At  any  time  during  the  absence  of  the  Presi- 
dent, the  President  'pro  tempore,  who  shall  be  elected,  shall 
preside,  and  he  is  hereby  vested,  during  such  time,  with  all 
the  powers  of  the  President,  except  that  of  giving  a  casting 
vote  in  case  of  a  tie,  when  he  shall  have  voted  as  a  Senator. 

4.  He  shall  assign  to  Door-keepers  their  respective  duties 
and  stations,  and  shall  appoint  such  employees  and  assistants 
to  them  as  he  may  deem  necessary. 

Senate 2 
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OF     THE     CLERK. 

5.  The  President  and  Clerk  of  the  Senate  shall  see  that  all 
bills  shall  be  acted  upon  by  the  Senate  in  the  order  in  which 
they  stand  upon  the  Calendar,  unless  otherwise  ordered,  as 
hereinafter  provided.  The  Calendar  shall  include  the  num- 
ber and  title  of  bills  and  joint  resolutions  which  have  passed 
the  House  of  Representatives  and  have  been  received  by  the 
Senate  for  concurrence. 

6.  The  Clerk  shall  certify  the  passage  of  bills  by  the  Sen- 
ate, with  the  date  thereof,  together  with  the  fact  whether 
passed  by  a  vote  of  three-fifths  or  two-thirds  of  the  Senate, 
whenever  such  vote  may  be  required  by  the  Constitution  or 
Laws  of  this  State. 

OF    THE    RIGHTS    AND    DUTIES    OF     SENATORS. 

7.  Every  Senator  presenting  a  paper  shall  endorse  the 
same ;  if  a  petition,  memorial  or  report  to  the  General  Assem- 
bly, with  a  brief  statement  of  its  subject  or  contents,  adding 
his  name;  if  a  resolution,  with  his 'name;  if  a  report  of  a 
committee,  a  statement  of  such  report,  with  the  name  of  the 
committee  and  member  making  the  same ;  if  a  lull,  a  state- 
ment of  its  title,  which  shall  contain  a  brief  statement  of  the 
subject  or  contents  of  the  bill,  with  his  name ;  and  all  bills, 
resolutions,  petitions  and  memorials  shall  be  delivered  to  the 
Clerk  and  by  him  handed  to  the  President,  to  be  by  him 
referred,  and  he  shall  announce  the  titles  and  references  of 
the  same,  which  shall  be  entered  on  the  Journal. 

8.  All  motions  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  desired  by  the 
President  or  any  Senator,  delivered  in  at  the  table,  and  read 
by  the  President  or  Clerk,  before  the  same  shall  be  debated ; 
but  any  such  motion  may  be  withdrawn  by  the  introducer  at 
any  time  before  decision  or  amendment. 

9.  If  any  question  contains  several  distinct  propositions, 
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it  shall  be  divided  by  the  President,  at  the  request  of  any 
Senator:  Provided,  each  subdivision,  if  left  to  itself,  shall 
form  a  substantive  proposition. 

10.  When  the  President  is  putting  a  question,  or  a  division 
by  counting  shall  be  had,  no  Senator  shall  walk  out  of  or 
across  the  house,  nor,  when  a  Senator  is  speaking,  pass  be- 
tween him  and  the  President. 

11.  Every  Senator  wishing  to  speak  or  debate,  or  to  pre- 
sent a  petition  or  other  paper,  or  to  make  a  motion  or  report, 
shall  rise  from  his  seat  and  address  the  President,  and  shall 
not  proceed  further  until  recognized  by  him.  jSTo  Senator 
shall  speak  more  than  twice,  nor  longer  than  thirty  minutes, 
on  the  same  day,  on  the  same  subject,  without  leave  of  the 
Senate ;  and  when  two  or  more  Senators  rise  at  once,  the 
President  shall  name  the  Senator  who  is  first  to  speak. 

12.  Every  Senator  who  shall  be  within  the  bar  of  the  Sen- 
ate when  the  question  is  stated  by  the  chair  shall  vote  thereon, 
unless  he  shall  be  excused  by  the  Senate,  or  unless  he  be 
directly  interested  in  the  question  ;  and  the  bar  of  the  Senate 
shall  include  the  entire  Senate  Chamber. 

13.  When  a  motion  to  adjourn,  or  for  recess,  shall  be 
affirmatively  determined,  no  member  or  officer  shall  leave 
his  place  till  adjournment  or  recess  shall  be  declared  by  the 
President.

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10.  The  Committee  on  Engrossed  Bills  shall  examine  all 
bills,  amendments  and  resolutions  before  they  go  out  of  the 
possession  of  the  Senate,  and  make  a  report  when  they  find 
them  correctly  engrossed. 

17.  The  Committee  on  Appropriations  shall  carefully 
examine  all  bills  and  resolutions  appropriating  or  paying  any 
moneys  out  of  the  State  Treasury,  keep  an  accurate  record  of 
the  same,  and  report  to  the  Senate  from  time  to  time. 

IS.  Every  report  of  the  committee  upon  a  bill  or  resolu- 
tion which  shall  not  be  considered  at  the  time  of  making  the 
same,  or  laid  on  the  table  by  a  vote  of  the  Senate,  shall  stand 
upon  the  General  Orders  with  the  bill  or  resolution ;  and  the 
report  of  the  committee  shall  show  that  a  majority  of  the 
committee  were  present  and  voting:  Provided,  that  the  chair- 
man and  five  members  of  the  Judiciary  Committee  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum. 

OF    GEXEBAL    ORDERS    AND    SPECIAL    OBDEBS. 

19.  Any  bill  or  other  matter  may  be  made  a  Special  Order 
for  a  particular  day  or  hour  by  a  vote  of  the  majority  of  the 
Senators  voting,  and  if  it  shall  not  be  completed  on  that  day, 
it  shall  be  returned  to  its  place  on  the  Calendar,  unless  it 
shall  be  made  a  Special  Order  for  another  day ;  and  when  a 
Special  Order  is  under  consideration,  it  shall  take  precedence 
of  any  Special  Order  or  a  subsequent  order  for  the  day,  but 
such  subsequent  order  may  be  taken  up  immediately  after 
the  previous  Special  Order  has  been  disposed  of. 

20.  Every  bill  shall  receive  three  readings  previous  to  its 
being  passed,  and  the  President  shall  give  notice  at  each 
whether  it  be  the  first,  second  or  third.  After  the  first  read- 
ing, unless  a  motion  shall  be  made  by  some  Senator,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  refer  the  subject-matter  to  an 
appropriate  committee.  Iso  bill  shall  be  amended  until  it 
shall  have  been  twice  read. 
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PROCEEDINGS    WHEN    THERE    IS    NOT    A    QUORUM    VOTING. 

21.  If,  on  taking  the  question  on  a  bill,  it  shall  appear 
that  a  constitutional  quorum  is  not  present,  or  if  the  bill 
require  a  vote  of  a  certain  proportion  of  all  the  Senators  to 
pass  it,  and  it  appear  that  such  a  number  is  not  present,  the 
bill  shall  be  again  read  and  the  question  taken  thereon ;  if 
the  bill  fail  a  second  time  for  the  want  of  a  quorum,  or  for 
the  want  of  the  necessary  number  being  present  and  voting, 
the  bill  shall  -not  be  finally  lost,  but  shall  be  returned  to  the 
Calendar  in  its  proper  order. 

PRECEDENCE    OF    MOTION. 

22.  When  a  question  is  before  the  Senate^  no  motion  shall 
be  received  except  those  herein  specified,  which  motions  shall 
have  precedence  as  follows,  viz. : 

(1)  For  an  adjournment. 

(2)  To  lay  on  the  table. 

(3)  For  the  previous  question. 

(4)  To  postpone  indefinitely. 

(5)  To  postpone  to  a  day  certain. 

(6)  To  commit  to  a  standing  committee. 

(7)  To  commit  to  a  select  committee. 
(S)  To  amend. 

(9)    To  substitute. 

23.  The  previous  question  shall  be  as  follows:  "'Shall  the 
main  question  be  put  ?"  And,  until  it  is  decided,  shall  pre- 
clude all  amendments  and  debates.  If  this  question  shall  be 
decided  in  the  affirmative,  the  "main  question"  shall  be  on 
the  passage  of  the  bill,  resolution  or  other  matter  under  con- 
sideration ;  but  when  amendments  are  pending,  the  question 
shall  be  taken  upon  such  amendments,  in  their  order,  with- 
out further  debate  or  amendment.  However,  any  Senator 
may  move  the  previous  question  and  may  restrict  the  same 
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to  an  amendment  or  other  matter  then  under  discussion.  If 
such  question  be  decided  in  the  negative,  the  main  question 
shall  be  considered  as  remaining  under  debate. 

24.  When  the  motion  for  the  previous  question  is  made, 
and,  pending  the  second  thereto  by  a  majority,  debate  shall 
cease,  and  only  a  motion  to  adjourn  or  lay  on  the  table  shall 
be  in  order,  which  motions  shall  be  put  as  follows :  Previous 
question;  adjourn;  lay  on  the  table.  After  a  motion  for  the 
previous  question  is  made,  and  pending  a  second  thereto,  any 
member  may  give  notice  that  he  desires  to  offer  an  amend- 
ment to  the  bill  or  other  matter  under  consideration;  and 
after  the  previous  question  is  seconded,  such  member  shall 
be  entitled  to  offer  his  amendment  in  pursuance  of  such 
notice. 

OTHER    QUESTIONS    TO    BE    TAKEN    WITHOUT    DEBATE. 

25.  The  motions  to  adjourn  and  lay  on  the  table  shall  be 
decided  without  debate,  and  the  motion  to  adjourn  shall 
always  be  in  order,  when  made  by  a  Senator  entitled  to  the 
floor. 

26.  The  respective  motions  to  postpone  to  a  day  certain, 
or  to  commit,  shall  preclude  debate  on  the  main  question. 

27.  All  questions  relating  to  the  priority  of  business  shall 
be  decided  without  debate. 

28.  When  the  reading  of  a  paper  is  called  for,  except  peti- 
tions, and  the  same  is  objected  to  by  any  Senator,  it  shall  be 
determined  by  the  Senate  without  debate. 

29.  Any  Senator  requesting  to  be  excused  from  voting 
may  make,  either  immediately  before  or  after  the  vote  shall 
have  been  called,  and  before  the  result  shall  have  been 
announced,  a  brief  statement  of  the  reasons  for  making  such 
request,  and  the  question  shall  then  be  taken  without  debate. 
Any  Senator  may  explain  his  vote  on  any  bill  by  obtaining 
permission  of  the  President  before  the  vote  is  put:  Provided, 
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that  not  more  than  two  minutes  shall  be  consumed  in  such 
explanation. 

QUESTIONS    THAT    REQUIRE    A    TWO-THIRDS    VOTE. 

30.  Xo  bill  or  resolution  on  its  third  reading  shall  be  acted 
on  out  of  the  regular  order  in  which  it  stands  on  the  Calen- 
dar, and  no  bill  or  resolution  shall  be  acted  upon  on  its  third 
reading  the  same  day  on  which  it  passed  its  second  reading, 
unless  so  ordered  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  Senators 
present. 

31.  Xo  bill  or  resolution  shall  be  sent  from  the  Senate  on 
the  day  of  its  passage,  except  on  the  last  day  of  the  session, 
unless  otherwise  ordered  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  Sena- 
tors present, 

32.  Xo  bill  or  resolution,  after  being  laid  upon  the  table 
upon  motion,  shall  be  taken  therefrom,  except  by  a  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  the  Senators  present. 

DECORUM    IX    DEBATE. 

33.  Xo  remark  reflecting,  personally,  upon  the  action  of 
any  Senator  shall  be  in  order  in  debate,  unless  preceded  by 
a  motion  or  resolution  of  censure. 

34.  When  a  Senator  shall  be  called  to  order,  he  shall  take 
his  seat  until  the  President  shall  have  determined  whether  he 
was  in  order  or  not ;  if  decided  to  be  out  of  order,  he  shall 
not  proceed  without  the  permission  of  the  Senate,  and  every 
question  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  President,  subject 
to  an  appeal  to  the  Senate  by  any  Senator;  and  if  a  Senator 
be  called  to  order  for  words  spoken,  the  words  excepted  to 
shall  be  immediately  taken  down  in  writing,  that  the  Presi- 
dent or  Senate  may  be  better  enabled  to  judge  of  the  matter. 
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MISCELLANEOUS    RULES. 

35.  When  a  blank  is  to  be  filled,  and  different  sums  or 
times  shall  be  proposed,  the  question  shall  be  first  taken  on 
the  highest  sum  or  the  longest  time. 

36.  When  a  question  has  been  once  put  and  decided,  it 
shall  be  in  order  for  any  Senator  who  shall  have  voted  in  the 
majority  to  move  a  reconsideration  thereof;  but  no  motion 
for  the  reconsideration  of  any  vote  shall  be  in  order  after  the 
bill,  resolution,  message,  report,  amendment  or  motion  upon 
which  the  vote  was  taken  shall  have  gone  out  of  the  posses- 
sion of  the  Senate.  Nor  shall  any  motion  for  reconsidera- 
tion be  in  order  unless  made  on  the  same  day,  or  the  next 
following  legislative  day,  on  which  the  vote  proposed  to  be 
reconsidered  shall  have  taken  place,  unless  the  same  shall  be 
made  by. the  Committee  on  Enrolled  Bills,  for  verbal  or  gram- 
matical errors  in  said  bill,  when  the  same  may  be  made  at 
any  time.  Nor  shall  any  question  be  reconsidered  more  than 
once. 

37.  All  bills  and  resolutions  shall  take  their  place  upon 
the  Calendar  according  to  their  number,  and  shall  be  taken 
up  in  regular  order,  unless  otherwise  ordered. 

38.  No  smoking  shall  be  allowed  within  the  Senate  Cham- 
ber during  the  sessions. 

39.  Senators  and  visitors  shall  uncover  their  heads  upon 
entering  the  Senate  Chamber  while  the  Senate  is  in  session, 
and  shall  continue  uncovered  during  their  continuance  in  the 
Chamber. 

40.  No  Senator  or  officer  of  the  Senate  shall  depart  the  ser- 
vice of  the  Senate  without  leave,  or  receive  pay  as  a  Senator 
or  officer  for  the  time  he  is  absent  without  leave. 

41.  No  person  other  than  the  Executive  and  Judicial 
officers  of  the  State,  members  and  officers  of  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives,  unless  on  invitation  of  the  Presi- 
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dent,  or  by  a  vote  of  the  Senate,  shall  be  permitted  within 
the  bar. 

42.  ISTo  rule  of  the  Senate  shall  be  altered,  suspended  or 
rescinded  without  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  all  the  Senators 
elected ;  and  no  motion  to  suspend  shall  embrace  more  than 
one  rule,  or  relate  to  any  other  subject  than  the  one  specified 
in  said  motion. 

43.  In  case  a  less  number  than  a  quorum  of  the  Senate 
shall  convene,  they  are  authorized  to  send  the  Door-keeper,  or 
any  other  person,  for  any  or  all  absent  Senators,  as  a  majority 
of  the  Senators  present  shall  determine. 

44.  The  yeas  and  nays  upon  any  question  shall  be  taken 
and  entered  upon  the  Journal,  upon  demand  of  one-fifth  of 
the  Senators  present. 

45.  That  in  case  of  adjournment  without  any  hour  being 
named,  the  Senate  shall  reconvene  the  next  legislative  day 
at  11  o'clock  A.  M.

The  permission  is  granted,  and 
Senator  Woodard  furnishes  copy  of  his  remarks  as  follows : 

"Mr.  Preside ni : 

"For  the  first  time  during  three  terms  of  service  as  a  mem- 
ber of  the  General  Assembly  of  Xorth  Carolina  I  arise  to  a 
question  of  personal  privilege. 

"I  send  forward  and  ask  the  Clerk  to  read  the  leading 
editorial  in  to-day's  News  and  Observer,  a  paper  published 
in  this  city."  (The  Clerk  reads  editorial).  "I  call  upon 
you,  Mr.  President,  and  the  Senators  who  were  present  dur- 
ing the  discussion  of  the  Fuller  bill,  which  was  before  the 
Senate  yesterday,  to  witness  whether  the  statements  in  that 
editorial  or  the  denial  I  now  make  be  true. 

"In  my  remarks  before  the  Senate  I  did  not  mention 
the  News  and  Observer.  I  did  not  call  the  name  of  the 
editor.  I  did  not  abuse  the  people  of  Durham.  I  did  not 
abuse  the  Senators  who  favored  the  passage  of  the  bill.  You 
know,  Mr.  President,  and  every  Senator  here  knows  that 
had  I  done  so  I  would  have  been  promptly  called  to  order. 
The  statements  in  that,  editorial  are  not  borne  out  by  the 
proceedings  in  the  Senate  reported  by  a  gentleman  of  the 
News  and  Observer  staff  who  has  more  regard  for  the  truth. 

"Emphatically  denouncing  the  statements  in  that  editorial 
as  unqualifiedly,  wantonly  and  maliciously  false,  defama- 
tory and  libelous,  I  would  stop  here  but  for  the  veiled  threat 
of  the   editor   that   he   had   much   more   in   mind   which   he 
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might  have  said  in  characterizing  my  speech  as  ridiculous 
and  vicious. 

"No  man  will  go  further  than  I  am  willing  to  go  in  up- 
holding the  liberty  of  the  press  as  one  of  the  great  bulwarks 
of  civil  liberty ;  no  man  can  reprobate  more  strongly  than  I 
do  that  license  of  the  press  which  would  restrain  the  right 
of  free  speech  in  others.  The  right  of  every  editor  to  indulge 
in  legitimate  criticism  of  the  acts  of  public  officers  I  would 
neither  abridge  nor  deny,  and  so  long  as  the  editor  of  the 
News  and  Observer  confines  himself  to  the  truth  I  invite  his 
criticism,  challenge  his  threatened  characterizations  and  defy 
his  denunciations  of  my  conduct  as  a  Senator  upon  this 
floor. 

"I  have  known  the  editor  of  the  News  and  Observer  from 
his  youth  up.  I  have  been  a  Avell-wisher  ■  to  the  success  of 
him  and  his.  ^SLj  friendship,  so  long  continued,  has  been 
sanctified  by  breaking  bread  with  him  in  his  home.  I  regret 
that  he  has  thus  wantonly  broken  away  from  the  traditions  of 
the  past  because  I  cannot  happen  to  concur  in  all  his  views 
upon  public  measures  upon  which,  as  a  Senator,  I  must  vote 
under  the  solemn  sanction  of  my  oath.  But  I  would  hurl 
back,  Mr.  President,  as  a  gift  unworthy  of  my  possession 
a  friendship  conditioned  upon  a  servile  surrender  of  my  hon- 
est convictions.  I  am  not  surprised,  Mr.  President,  that  the 
editor  of  the  News  and  Observer  should  employ  Republican 
authority  when  it  serves  for  the  gratification  of  his  spleen. 
History  repeats  itself.  His  well-known  sympathy  with  the 
Fusion  movement  in  this  State  in  the  recent  past  is  recalled. 
His  approving  quotation  of  Tom.  Reed  reminds  me  of  Ulysses 
coming  back  to  his  own. 

kkIn  so  far  as  he  hopes,  through  the  columns  of  his  paper, 
to  make  me  appear  ridiculous  in  the  eyes  of  the  people  of 
North  Carolina,  his  peurile  effort  is  alike  entitled  to  my 
commiseration  and  contempt,  and  is  most  richly  rewarded 
with  both."

as  may  be  prescribed  in  the  revenue   act,   and  said  license 
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shall  only  be  granted  to  sell  in  quantities  not  less  than  five  gal- 
lons and  not  to  he  drunk  upon  the  premises.  Any  person 
violating  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor  and  punishable  at  the  discretion  of  the  court." 

Senator  Travis  offers  the  following  substitute  for  the 
amendment  offered  by  Senator  London  to  section  6 : 

"Amend  by  adding  to  section  6  the  following:  That  no 
person  manufacturing  wine  from  grapes  or  berries  pur- 
chased from  others  shall  sell  the  same  except  in  quantites  not 
less  than  five  gallons,  or  in  sealed  crates  containing  not  less 
than  twelve  commercial  quart  bottles.  Any  person  violating 
the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor and  punishable  at  the  discretion  of  the  court." 

Senator  London  moves  to  amend : 

"Amend  section  3  by  adding  thereto  the  following:  That 
the  place  where  delivery  of  any  spirituous,  malt,  vinous,  fer- 
mented or  other  intoxicating  liquors  is  made  in  the  State 
of  North  Carolina  shall  be  construed  and  held  to  be  the  place 
of  the  sale  thereof,  and  any  station  or  other  place  within  the 
State  to  which  any  person,  company,  firm  or  corporation 
shall  ship  or  convey  any  spirituous,  malt,  vinous,  fermented 
or  other  intoxicating  liquors,  for  the  purpose  of  delivery  or 
carrying  the  sale  to  a  purchaser,  shall  be  construed  to  be  the 
place  of  sale:  Provided,  this  section  shall  not  be  construed  to 
prevent  the  delivery  of  any  spirituous,  malt,  vinous,  fer- 
mented or  other  intoxicating  liquors  to  druggists  in  suffi- 
cient quantities  for  medical  purposes  only,  or  to  legally 
organized  dispensaries,  or  to  licensed  dealers,  or  to  persons 
residing  in  territory  in  which  the  sale  and  manufacture  of 
liquors  is  not  prohibited  by  law  or  by  the  ojDerations  of  this 
act." 
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Senator  Vann  offers  as  a  substitute  for  the  entire  bill 
the  substitute  reported  by  the  minority  of  the  Committee  on 
Propositions  and  Grievances  of  the  Senate  for  S.  B.  19,  bill 
to  regulate  the  sale  and  manufacture  of  liquor. 

Upon  the  adoption  of  the  substitute,  Senator  Glenn  calls 
for  the  ayes  and  noes. 

The  call  is  sustained.

The  said  amount  of  sales  shall  be 
returned  to  the  State  Treasurer  by  the  general  manager  of 
said  oil  company,  if  a  corporation,  and  if  a  natural  person, 
by  him,  and  duly  sworn  to  upon  forms  to  be  prepared  by  the 
State  Treasurer  for  that  purpubO.  Any  person,  firm  or  cor- 
poration subject  to  this  license  tax  and  doing  business  in  this 
State  without  having  taken  out  said  license  shall  be  liable  to 
a  penalty  of  one  thousand  dollars,  and  in  addition  thereto  to 
double  the  tax  imposed  under  this  section ;  and  the  State 
Treasurer  is  authorized  to  bring  any  suit  for  the  collection  of 
the  same  in  the  Superior  Court  of  Wake  county.

Senator  Norris  rises  to  a  question  of  personal  privilege, 
and  speaks  in  reply  to  an  article  in  the  Biblical  Recorder 
of  the  4th  instant,  signed  "Peter  Plain." 

Senator  Xorris  asks  permission  to  have  his  remarks  em- 
bodied in  the  Journal  of  the  Senate. 

Permission  is  granted  and  Senator  Norris  furnishes  copy 
of  his  remarks  as  follows : 

SENATOR    NORRIs'    REPLY    TO    "PETER    PLAIN"/'     ALIAS     JOSIAH 
WILLIAM    BAILEY. 

Senator  Norris,  rising  to  a  question  of  personal  privilege, 

said:  ., 

....        t 

Mr.  President: 

My  attention  having  been  called  to  an  article  in  the  Bibli- 
cal Recorder  of  the  4th  instant,  written  under  the  non  de 
Illume  of  "Peter  Plain,"  whom  I  believe  to  be  Josiah  Wil- 
liam Bailey,  editor  of  said  paper,  in  which  attempt  is  made 
to  do  me  an  injustice  as  to  my  position  and  course  on  the 
temperance  matter  recently  before  this  Senate,  I  wish. to  say: 
That  I  have  unhesitatingly  stated  privately  and  publicly  in 
the  discussion  of  said  matter  in  this  Senate  that  I  was  op- 
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posed  to  committing  the  State  and  the  Democratic  party  to 
prohibition.  First.  Because  the  people  had  not  declared 
in  favor  of  it — the  matter  not  having  been  considered  or 
discussed  prior  to  the  recent  election.  Second.  Because 
prohibition  has  not  been  a  success  in  the  States  where 
it  has  been  adopted.  But  that  I  was  in  favor  of  tem- 
perance and  in  favor  of  restrictive  or  local  option  laws, 
and  would  support  all  measures  in  that  direction,  when  a 
majority  of  the  people  desired  same.  That  I  was  opposed 
to  the  London  bill  as  introduced,  because  it  was  practically 
a  prohibition  bill,  but  had  its  introducer  or  the  committee 
amended  the  bill  by  striking  cut  section  5  and  modified 
the  wine  section  by  adding  brandy,  I  would  have  supported 
it,  with  the  understanding  that  I  would  vote  to  exempt  any 
comity  from  the  operation  of  same  where  the  Senator  of 
that  comity  so  requested  and  voted.  Xo  amendment  as  indi- 
cated having  been  made  or  offered,  I  supported  the  Warren- 
Vann  substitute  for  the  London  bill,  which  was  more  in 
accordance  with  my  views.  When,  afterwards,  the  Watts 
bill  reached  the  Senate  from  the  House  of  Representatives, 
and  was  offered  as  a  substitute  for  the  London  bill  and  the 
Warren-Vann  substitute,  I  supported  same,  stating  at  the 
time,  publicly  in  the  Senate,  that  I  would  vote  to  exempt 
any  county  desired  by  a  Senator  from  the  operation  of  said 
Watts  bill,  and  did  so  vote.  My  position,  I  claim,  was 
entirely  consistent,  Peter  Plain,  alias  Josiah  William  Bailey, 
to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.  I  am  not  surprised  at  the 
statement  of  Mr.  Bailey,  because,  in  my  speech  opposing 
the  London  bill  I  used  Mr.  Bailey's  editorials  appearing  in 
his  paper  bearing  date  September  14th  and  November  12th, 
1902  (which  I  considered  good  argument),  in  support  of 
my  position.  Said  editorials  did  not  support,  and  were  not 
consistent  with,  the  position  and  argument  of  the  manager 
(Mr.  Bailey)  of  the  Anti-Saloon  League,  made  before  com- 
mittee when  the  London  bill  was  under  consideration,   but 
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were  considerably  at  variance  with  same.  Mr.  Bailey  stated 
to  me  the  day  after  my  speech  he  understood  I  "got  him  in 
a  hole"  the  night  before.  I  replied :  I  simply  endorsed  your 
utterances  when  you  were  not  advocating-  prohibition. 
Nevertheless,  I  knew  he  was  in  an  unenviable  position — his 
fault,  not  mine.  Now  Mr.  Bailey  is  playing  scuttle-fish — 
attempting,  under  a  rum  de  plume,  to  shield  himself  from 
view  by  insinuating  that  I  was  opposed  to  all  temperance 
legislation,  when  he  must  have  known  that  such  was  not 
true.  He  also  knows  that  Mr.  N.  B.  Broughton,  my  prede- 
cessor in  this  Senate  two  years  ago — a  prohibitionist  and  now 
a  member  of  the  executive  committee  of  the  Anti-Saloon 
League — did  nothing  towards  passing  restrictive  laws  against 
whiskey  in  Wake  county,  when  he  had  an  opportunity  to  do 
so,  because,  as  I  understand,  he  had  promised  the  whiskey 
men  prior  to  election  not  to  do  so.  If  he  made  the  promise 
he  did  right  to  observe  it,  but  why  was  not  Broughton's. 
course  criticised  by  the  Biblical  Recorder?  Because,  I  think,, 
his  firm  owned  the  Recorder  and  controlled  the  editor. 
Celah ! 

Candidly,  I  believe  Mr.  Bailey  would  have  much  pre- 
ferred no  legislation  to  the  Watts  bill,  so  that  he  would  have 
been  in  a  position  to  assist,  as  heretofore,  in  disrupting  the 
Democratic  party ;  but  Peter  Plain,  alias  Josiah  William 
Bailey,  will  yet  learn — it  may  take  a  long  time — that  he  is 
not  the  repository  of  all  that  is  good,  great,  temperate  or 
intelligent,  and  that  he  can't  fool  all  the  people  all  the  time,, 
especially  when  it  is  so  easy  to- trace  him  through  his  paper. 
Peter,  alias  Josiah  William,  the  wind  is  out  of  your  political 
sails,  and  the  people  will  approve  the  action  of  the  General 
Assembly  in  rejecting  the  London  and  adopting  the  Watts 
bill,  you  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

Peter,  alias  Josiah  William,  keep  out  of  politics  and  per- 
form your  duties  as  editor  of  the  religious  newspaper  and 
you  will  be  able  to  do  more  good  for  your  church  and  hu- 
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inanity  than  to  shield  yourself  and  play  politics  under  a  rum 
de  plume;  or,  if  you  prefer,  enter  politics  and  let  some  other 
person  edit  the  paper  of  a  great  denomination — you  can't 
succeed  at  both.
